Shoe ing a marked Improvement In 
form sines they last met and defeated 
the Normal School rugby fifteen, the 
Victoria College yesterday romped 
away with a 10-0 victory at the Wil¬ 
lows grounds. Last year the Normal 
School was able to defeat the College 
on all occasions, but this year ths 
tables have been completely turned. 

All through the first half yesterday 
the teams battled without scoring, 
and. though they werq hampered In 
their play by a drlxxling rain and 
very soggy ground, they showed somo 
i rare bursts of brilliance. 

Taking ths kick, the Normal School 
pressed hard, and kept play ln the 
College twenty-five-yard area for 
some time. Pressure was at length 
relieved, when Noel kicked far and 
free up-fleld. and found touch. 
Shortly after this a long three- 
quarter run put the College on the | 
offensive. McIntyre tried to drop a 
goal, and missed ths posts by inches. 
The Norrpalltes launched another of¬ 
fensive. and for a time made long 
gains through their forward rushes. 
As the College warmed to the game 
and found their stride, however, the 
play kept drifting closer to the Nor¬ 
mal School goal line.
